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THE  RED  SOX  MANAGER 


RICHARD  H.  (DICK)  WILLIAMS.  Born:  May  7,  1929,  at  St.  Louis,  Mo.  Ht.:  6'; 
Wt.:  ISO  lbs.  Green  eyes,  Brown  hair.  Bats  and  throws:  Right.  Home:  Palm 
Beach  Isles,  Fla.  Married  Norma  Marie  Mussato,  Oct.  23,  1954.  Children:  Kathi 
Jo,  11  years;  Ricky,  10  years;  Marc,  3  years.  Acquired  by  Red  Sox  December, 
1962,  from  Houston  for  outfielder  Carroll  Hardy. 

Made  his  major  league  managing  debut  a  smashing  success  by  bringing  in  the 
longest  shot  in  baseball  history.  Took  a  club  which  led  the  league  in  losses 
one  year  all  the  way  to  the  American  League  pennant  and  the  seventh  game  of 
the  World  Series  the  very  next  year.  The  Red1  Sox  were  a  100  to  1  chance  but 
through  maturing  of  ball  players,  judicious  trades  and  most  importantly,  man¬ 
aging  which  got  the  most  out  of  each  man,  Boston  surprised  the  baseball  world. 

Moved  up  to  the  major  leagues  after  winning  two  consecutive  Governor’s  Cups 
with  the  Toronto  Maple  Leafs,  where  many  of  the  present  young  Red  Sox 

hopefuls  came  under  his  direction.  At  38  he  is  the  youngest  manager  in  the 

American  League  and  the  second  youngest  in  the  major  leagues  (only  Dave 
Bristol  of  Cincinnati  being  younger). 

He  played  every  position  except  pitcher  and  catcher  during  his  long  career 
as  a  player  stretching  from  1947  through  1964.  An  arm  injury  early  in  his 
major  league  career  with  Brooklyn  hampered  his  throwing  so  he  decided  his 

best  chance  to  stay  in  the  big  time  was  by  being  versatile.  As  a  result  he 

played  for  Brooklyn,  Baltimore,  Kansas  City.  Cleveland  and  the  Red  Sox  in  the 
major  leagues.  Finishing  his  career  with  the  Red  Sox  in  1963  and  1964,  he 
was  the  club’s  top  pinch  hitter. 

He  starred  in  football,  basketball  and  baseball  at  Pasadena  Junior  College 
High  and  was  All  State  in  baseball  before  signing  with  the  Dodgers.  In  recent 
off-seasons  he  has  broken  the  bank  on  a  couple  of  nationally  shown  TV  quiz 
shows. 


THE  RED  SOX  COACHING  STAFF 


ROBERT  P.  (BOB)  DOERR.  Born:  April  7,  1918,  at  Los  Angeles,  Calif.  Ht.:  5' 
10V2";  Wt.:  185  lbs.  Green  eyes,  graying  black  hair.  Bats  and  Throws:  Right. 
Married  Monica  Terpin,  Oct.  24,  1938.  Son:  Donald.  Home:  Junction  City,  Ore. 

One  of  the  Red  Sox  all-time  favorite  players,  he  has  worked  as  a  special 
scout  and  instructor  in  the  Red  Sox  farm  system  for  the  past  10  years,  so  he 
knows  practically  every  one  of  the  young  Red  Sox  prospects  intimately. 

He  was  the  regular  Red  Sox  second  baseman  from  1937  through  1951,  with 
1945  out  for  military  service,  and  seven  times  was  the  American  League  All 
Star  second  baseman.  His  lifetime  batting  average  was  in  the  high  280’s  and 
for  a  long  time  he  held  the  major  league  record  for  handling  404  chances 
without  an  error. 

He  is  the  Red  Sox  first  base  coach  and  special  batting  instructor. 

DARRELL  D.  JOHNSON.  Born:  Aug.  25,  1927  at  Horace,  Neb.  Ht.:  6'1";  Wt: 
185  lbs.  Bats  and  Throws:  Right.  Green  eyes,  Brown  hair.  Married  Dixie  Anna 
Brown,  Oct.  15,  1950.  Four  children.  Home:  Pinole,  Calif. 

Joins  Dick  Williams’  staff  this  year  as  pitching  coach  after  being  a  teammate 
and  managing  rival  of  Williams.  Primarily  a  catcher  and  outfielder,  he  played  on 
several  major  league  teams  before  concluding  his  career  with  the  Orioles  as 
player-coach  and  a  teammate  of  Williams  in  1962.  A  player-coach  with  the 
Cardinals  the  previous  two  years,  Johnson  then  directed  Rochester  in  the  Balti¬ 
more  farm  system  in  1963,  64  and  65,  winning  the  Governor’s  Cup  in  1964. 

He  and  Williams  managed  against  each  other  in  1965,  Williams  and  Toronto 
winning  the  Governor’s  Cup  that  year.  In  1966  Johnson  directed  Elmira  to  the 
Eastern  League  championship,  finishing  ahead  of  Pittsfield,  managed  by  Eddie 
Popowski. 

ALBERT  W.  (AL)  LAKEMAN.  Born:  Dec.  31,  1919,  at  Cincinnati,  Ohio.  Ht.: 
6,2,/;  Wt.:  230  lbs.  Blue  eyes,  Brown  hair.  Bats  and  Throws:  Right.  Married 
Margaret  Merrill,  Aug.  6,  1940.  Home:  Spartanburg,  S.  C. 

He  was  the  bullpen  coach  in  1963  and  1964  under  Johnny  Pesky,  and  he 
had  been  managing  in  the  Detroit  Tigers  farm  system  for  two  years  before 
rejoining  the  Sox  last  year.  Previously  he  had  managed  for  several  years  for 
the  Tigers,  so  like  the  other  Red  Sox  coaches  he  has  had  long  experience 
handling  youngsters.  He  caught  six  seasons  for  Cincinnati  and  the  Philadelphia 
Phillies,  one  year  at  Detroit  and  was  with  the  former  Boston  Braves  briefly  in 
1949  ...  he  has  two  children. 

EDWARD  J.  (EDDIE)  POPOWSKI.  Born:  Aug.  20,  1913  at  Sayreville,  N.  J.  Ht.: 
5'4";  Wt.:  155  lbs.  Bats  and  Throws:  Right.  Married.  Home:  Sayreville,  N.  J. 

Came  up  to  the  Red  Sox  last  season  after  spending  30  years  in  the  Red  Sox 
organization  as  player,  scout  and  manager.  Like  Bobby  Doerr,  he’s  intimately 
acquainted  with  most  of  the  Red  Sox  personnel  who  played  for  him  in  the 
minor  leagues.  He  directed  the  Pittsfield  Red  Sox  to  the  1965  Eastern  League 
pennant,  and  last  winter  was  honored  by  the  Boston  Baseball  Writers  with  their 
annual  “Good  Guy”  Award.  He  has  been  the  manager  of  the  Red  Sox  team 
in  the  Florida  Instructional  League  for  the  past  several  years. 

“Pop,”  the  third  base  coach,  has  five  children.

ADAIR,  Kenneth  Jerry  INFIELDER  JERRY 

Born:  December  17,  1936,  Tulsa,  Okla.  Ht.:  6'1";  Wt.:  185  lbs;  Blue 
eyes,  Blond  hair.  Bats  and  Throws:  Right.  Home:  Sand  Springs, 
Oklahoma.  Acquired:  from  Chicago  White  Sox,  June  3,  1967,  for  Don 
McMahon  and  Rob  Snow. 

Many  considered  this  veteran  infielder  one  of  the  major  reasons  for 
the  Red  Sox’  success.  He  was  obtained  from  the  White  Sox  on  June  3 
of  ’67.  The  Red  Sox  had  a  22-21  record  on  that  day.  They  were  70-49 
afterward. 

Signed  out  of  Oklahoma  State  University,  Adair  was  in  the  Baltimore 
organization  from  1958  until  1966,  when  he  was  traded  to  Chicago. 
His  acquisition  by  the  Red  Sox  for  Don  McMahon  and  Rob  Snow 
looked  better  and  better  as  the  season  progressed  as  Jerry  gained  a 
reputation  for  coming  through  with  the  “big”  hit  at  the  right  time. 
His  eighth  inning  home  run  to  beat  California,  9-8,  on  Aug.  20  after  the 
Sox  trailed  8-0  was  one  of  the  key  hits  of  the  entire  season.  Adair, 
who  works  for  a  bank  in  the  off-season,  is  married  and  has  four 
children.

Luis  had  good  production  for  a  short¬ 
stop  with  eight  home  runs,  43  runs  batted  in  and  59  runs  scored  in 
just  118  games.  A  native  of  Puerto  Rico,  the  right-handed  batter  is 
a  real  good  glove  man.  He  has  already  been  compared  with  the  top- 
fielding  major  leaguers.

Andrews  made  the  switch  from  shortstop  to  second  the  previous 
year  at  Toronto  under  Dick  Williams.  A  three-sport  star  at  South 
Torrance  (Calif.)  High,  he  was  also  an  All-American  Junior  College 
end  at  El  Camino  College  before  signing  with  the  Red  Sox.  Mike  is 
married  and  has  a  son  and  daughter.

Bell  was  obtained  the  day  after  Adair  and  was  a  great  addition  to 
the  starting  rotation.  Gary,  who  was  in  his  10th  year  with  the  Indians 
before  he  was  swapped  for  Don  Demeter  and  Tony  Horton,  had  a 
12-8  record  with  Boston  and  a  creditable  3.16  earned  run  average. 

The  31-year-old  right-hander  played  football,  basketball  and  golf 
besides  baseball  in  high  school.  He  was  captain  of  the  football  and 
basketball  teams  and  was  selected  All-District  in  the  latter  sport.  He 
played  basketball  again  in  his  one  year  at  San  Antonio  Junior  College.

Born:  July  8,  1940,  Nacogdoches,  Tex.  Ht.:  6'2";  Wt.:  210.  Bats  and 
Throws:  Right.  Home:  Houston,  Tex.  Acquired:  From  Houston  club 
in  deal  for  Jack  Lamabe,  in  September,  1965. 

If  “Bucky”  can  regain  the  form  he  displayed  in  the  latter  half  of 
his  rookie  season  two  years  ago,  he  could  become  a  welcome  addition 
to  the  starters.  Brandon  was  8-8  with  a  3.30  ERA  in  1966  but  slipped 
to  5-11  and  4.16  last  year. 

Originally  signed  as  an  outfielder,  he  was  converted  to  a  pitcher  by 
the  Cardinals  and  became  an  All  Star  in  the  California  League  in 
1962  and  Carolina  League  in  1963.  Darrell,  who  starred  in  three  sports 
at  Nacogdoches  (Tex.)

Jim  appeared  in  six  fewer  games  last  year  than  he  did  the  year 
before  but  that  was  about  the  only  department  the  American  League 
Cy  Young  Award  winner  went  down  in.  “Lonnie”  (22-9)  became 
Boston's  first  20-game  winner  since  Bill  Monbouquette  in  1963  and  only 
second  in  14  years.  There  wasn’t  a  better  pitcher  in  baseball  than 
Lonborg,  who  led  the  league  in  wins  and  strikeouts.  His  246  whiffs 
are  second  only  to  Smoky  Joe  Wood  in  Red  Sox  history. 

Jim’s  competitiveness  made  him  the  toughest  hurler  in  the  League. 
Not  only  did  he  win  all  the  big  ones,  especially  the  season-ending  5-3 
decision  over  the  Twins,  but  he  aided  the  offense  in  at  least  five  of 
his  22  victories.  He  beat  Kansas  City  with  an  eighth-inning  triple 
Sept.  12  and  started  the  winning  five-run  rally  against  Minnesota  on 
pennant-winning  day  with  a  bunt  single. 

He  pitched  one  of  the  best  games  ever  seen  in  the  World  Series, 
shutting  out  the  Cardinals  on  one  hit  in  the  second  game.  He  had  a 
perfect  game  for  6V3  innings  and  a  no-hitter  for  736.  He  came  back 
with  a  three-hitter  against  the  Cards  for  just  four  hits  in  18  innings, 
the  lowest  back-to-back  hit  total  in  World  Series  history. 

The  December  skiing  accident  which  forced  an  operation  on  his  left 
knee  is  not  expected  to  hamper  his  pitching,  although  it  could  delay 
his  rounding  into  shape. 

Signed  after  his  junior  year  at  Stanford,  he  chose  baseball  over 
medicine  but  did  get  his  degree  in  biology  in  1966.  Jim  was  the 
baseball  MVP  at  Stanford  and  pitched  in  the  summer  Basin  League. 
He  is  still  single.

What  else  needs  to  be  said  except  that  1967  was  the  “Year  of  the 
Yaz.”  Carl  won  the  Triple  Crown,  and  although  other  players  had 

better  figures  in  accomplishing  that  same  feat,  no  one  ever  deserved 

the  league’s  Most  Valuable  Player  Award  more  than  did  Carl.  This 
is  borne  out  by  his  overwhelming  choice  as  Athlete  of  the  Year  from 
thousands  of  individuals  in  every  sport  imaginable. 

The  awards  he  won  were  not  only  for  his  .326  batting,  44  home  runs 
and  121  RBIs  but,  probably  more  so,  for  the  inspiration  he  provided  in 
leading  the  team  to  its  first  pennant  in  21  years.  He  won  ball  games 
in  every  way  conceivable,  always  coming  up  with  the  clutch  hit,  mak¬ 
ing  fantastic  catches  and  cutting  down  runners  with  strong  throws. 
He  was  the  complete  ball  player  in  every  sense  of  the  word. 

He  won  the  next  to  the  last  game  of  the  season  with  a  three-run 
homer  and  smashed  a  two-run  single  the  following  day  to  tie  the 
game  as  Boston  defeated  Minnesota  twice  for  the  pennant.  He  had 

seven  hits  in  eight  trips  with  six  runs  batted  in.  He  continued  his 

torrid  hitting  into  the  World  Series,  batting  .400  with  three  home  runs. 

He  has  won  three  batting  titles  in  his  nine  years  in  organized  base¬ 
ball  and  finished  second  twice.  Along  with  his  American  League  titles 
in  1967  and  63,  he  won  the  Carolina  crown  in  1959  and  finished  second 
in  the  American  Association  in  1960  and  the  American  League  in  1965. 
He  has  five  times  been  awarded  the  Gold  Glove  for  fielding. 

He  starred  as  an  infielder  in  high  school  and  signed  during  his  fresh¬ 
man  year  at  Notre  Dame.  He  received  his  degree  from  Merrimac 
College  in  Massachusetts  in  the  spring  of  1967  and  is  employed  with  a 
printing  firm  in  the  Boston  area  in  the  off-season.  Married  and  has 
three  children.
